a re to be preferred in combatting 
submarines,

new types of seagoing patrols equip­

perilous for the subm arine than for 
cargo boats. 
If adopted, the project would in­ 
volve, it is said, im portant changes in 
the ship building program, both mer­ 
chant and naval, In order to meet the 
critical period of troop, supply and 
munition transportation next spring.

The University of Illinois, thru its 
Home Economies Extension Service 
gives helpful suggestions to lighten 
the work of the farm woman in 
threshing season. 
Threshing time 
with 
twelve to 
twenty five men to feed is a hard 
season to t the farmer’s wife. 
The 
w eather 
is usually 
hot and 
the 
th o u g h t of any extra tax on her phy 
ideal strength in not a pleasant anti­ 
cipation. 
The plan now being used 
in so many places of having the men 
go home for the evening meal helps 
greatly, 
In some communities tile 
men bring their 
lunches and u n ­ 
served with one or two hot dishes 
at noon. 
It is doubtful if the thresh­ 
ers generally would 
approve that 
plan, however, so there is still the 
problem of preparing one meal a day 
for this group of particularly hungry 
rm-ri. 
But just as a knowledge of house­ 
hold science has helped to solve the 
problems of general housekeeping in 
the farm home, it may also help to 
•■alit* this yearly burden. Foods which 
will be satisfying, attractive and easy 
to prepare must ‘be selected. 
Then, 
some thought must be given to the 
preparation and service, so that all 
may be done quickly and efficiently. 
As in any other undertaking, it is 
wi ll spent time and energy to plan 
the campaign. 
The woman who has 
a definite plan, even tho sh*1 may 
change it af the last minute, comes 
thru a big job with nerves and body 
in more perfect accord than the wo­ 
man who does not think it thru from 
the beginning to the end 


The first, step in the plan is, of 
course, the selection of food and sev­ 
eral factors 
enter into this. 
The 
dishes served must be substantial 
and nutritious. 
E l d of the food 
nutrients must lie represented. There 
is need of an abundance and tills is 
better supplied by a few well chosen, 
tasty dishes than by a great variety. 
One knows pretty well the tastes of 
the men in the neighborhood and it 
is well to consider this, tho some 
surprises may be welcome. 
The item 
of cost is to be considered by the 
housewife who would make an in­ 
telligent plan, and another factor to 
consider is the labor involved it* the 
preparation of the food, 
it is pos­ 
sible to plan dishes which do not 
require long preparation. 
The num ­ 
ber of utensils required is import­ 
ant also, {■ I ii ce each utensil adds to 
iii*- pile of dishes to be washed. 
Many thing.: may be partially pre­ 
pared the day before, which relives 
Hi* pressure on the day the meal is 
served. 
Many times Hie amount of 
stove and oven space available is not 
sufficient to do all one would do at 
the time of serving. 
Here the fire­ 
less cooker or pressure cooker may­ 
be helpful. 
The pressure cooker has 
many uses other than for canning. 
Meats and vegetables may be prepar­ 
ed iii it in a very short time. Forty­ 
five minutes is sufficient for corned 
be**: at ten pounds pressure, while 
chicken may be cooked in thirty min­ 
ute 
and potatoes in iiftet-n. 
In un 
emergency this is a wonderful help. 
Th*- value of the tireless cooker is 
quit*- widely known. 
Dishes may be 
prepared and put in the tireless cook­ 
ey and they require no further at­ 
tention. 
Any saving in the fuel In 
the sum m er adds to the comfort of 
tile cook.

Peas or other garden stuffs should be 
canoed when they are in prime con­ 
dition aint these canned loods save 
u great deal of time.

An ex- 
tia person at noon for serving may

is unnecessary.
